Washington, July 3.—Warning the 
American farm er to think in term* 
of a domestic market, the 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture today predicted 
that the world wheat price* 
during 
the next seven year* 
will 
average 
appreciably lower than those of the 
last seven. 
The warning was made in connec­ 
tion with the 1930 world wheat out­ 
look report, prepared a month ear­ 
lier than usual 
so 
that 
Secretary 
Hyde and Chairman Legge might use 
it as a basis of argument in the new 
acreage reduction campaign to be in­ 
stituted at Hastings, Neb., on July 7. 
Extensive adjustment 
in 
wheat 
acreage, including substantial reduc­ 
tion in cost per bushel, must be made 
if wheat production is to be profitable 
to growers generally in the next six 
to ten years, the report said. 
“This is necessary”, 
it explained, 
“to meet intensified competition 
in 
world markets, due to increasing pro­ 
duction in this and other 
countries 
without a corresponding increase in 
effective demand”. 
Showing that the trend of wheat 
acreage and production is toward ex­ 
pansion, the report recalled that the 
area sown in the Southwestern win­ 
ter wheat States increased approxi­ 
mately 4,000,000 acres from 1924 to 
1920. 
During the same period the 
area in Cana«Ia, Argentina and Aus­ 
tralia combined increased more than 
10,000,000 acres. 
In this country the increase chief­ 
ly has been in a broad 
belt of the 
W estern plains from Canada to the 
Mexican border, where no plow ever 
had turned a furrow before. Consid­ 
ered of more seriousness to the acre­ 
age reduction campaign is the report 
that farm ers in one Kansas County 
alone, insisting that with large scale 
machinery they can raise wheat for 
40 cents a bushel, contemplate seed­ 
ing 100,000 acres 
more 
than 
last 
year. 
Russia continues to be the threat­ 
ening factor abroad. The report said 
that with the Soviet Governmest it 
making strenuous efforts to 
intro­ 
duce machinery and to improve crop 
methods, Russia is likely to re-enter 
the export field as an important com­ 
petitor within the next decade. Prior 
to the war Russian exports averaged 
164,000,000 bushels a year. 
In the face of increasing exporta­ 
ble surpluses in Canada, 
Argentina, 
Australia and the Balkan countries, 
per capita consumption of wheat and 
wheat products shows no tendency to 
increase, the report said. Population 
is increasing at a retarded rate and 
further 
increases 
in 
purchasing 
power seem likely to be less notable 
in the next few years. 
“Wheat prices in the United S tat­ 
es”, the report said, “are likely 
to 
share in the downward trend of the 
general price level, the extent of the 
decline depending in part upon 
tha 
action of wheat growers in this and 
other countries. 
Even 
though 
the 
United States produces less than one- 
fourth of the world’s wheat supplies I 


in the 
production 
of exporta 
wheat 
would 
not only 
tend to raise the world wheat 
price 
level, hut it would also improve the 
relation of domestic to foreign mar­ 
ket priées”.
